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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be dear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," 'The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Abstract is not a single paragraph. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Objections 

Claims 3-5 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim depends from another multiple dependent claim. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 3-5 have not been further treated on 
the merits. 



Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: The claim 
discusses an apparatus "obtained by the process" as opposed to -made by the 
process-. The current language does not pass the infringement test (MPEP 608.01 (n) 
III). The claim is not proper because the current language suggests a process other 
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than what was disclosed in claim 1 could make the apparatus from dependent claim 5, 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The process 
of claim 1 is an improvement on the process claimed disclosed by Milburn (U.S. Patent 
6,802,122). Milburn discloses joining two sheets of metal by weld depositing metal at a 
predetermined position to form a hollow integral structure, but does not disclose cutting 
a blank of an airfoil, cutting a cavity into one side, cutting a socket for the blank, welding 
by rotation of a tool, penetrating a certain depth equal to a certain distance, and 
finishing the blade. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

PriorArt 

The patent to Beeck et al. (U.S. Patent 6,705,383), Roush (U.S. Patent

producing a hollow airfoil. 
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The patent to Berry et al. (U.S. Patent 3,768,147) was cited for its teaching of 
friction welding areas of a cast airfoil.
